Jessie Chase, 61, was 
unresponsive when her 
son found her in the morn- 
ing. He called paramedics, 
who were unable to revive 
her. 

The coroner who re- 
sponded to the scene pro- 
nounced her dead. Kyle 
said Chase had a "serious" 
medical history. 

ELECTRONICS THEFT 

A K-State student 
woke up Friday morning 
to find someone had bro- 
ken into his residence and 
stolen electronics, accord- 
ing to another RCPD re- 
port. 

James Swanson, 22, 
lost a 32-inch TV, a Nin- 
tendo Wii and several Wii 
games. The total loss is 
$1,330. 

Kyle said the charge 
for the crime will be ele- 
vated to aggravated bur- 
glary because the victim 
was in the house at the 
time. 

BURGLARY 

According to another 
report, a Manhattan man 
called police to report the 
theft of several tools and 
pieces of climbing equip- 
ment Friday. 

Jerry Patton, 27, called 
police after he realized 
he was missing a Steele 
chainsaw, a pole pruner, a 
High Standard .22 caliber 
handgun and other miscel- 
laneous items. 

Kyle said the total loss 
was $2,200.

Planning, 
flexibility, 
patience key 
to traveling 

during 
winter break

With one week of K-State classes left 
and local schools districts having two weeks 
of classes before winter break, students and 
families are deciding whether to travel this 
season. 

"Air fares are ridiculously expensive 
right now," said travel agent at Jade Travel 
Tara Marsh. 

Determining the right form of travel 
depends greatly on cost, distance and time 
available. 

Marsh said most holiday packag- 
es booked at Jade's Manhattan location 
were done months in advance. The compa- 
ny schedules travel packages for planes and 
trains. 

"Depending on where you are going, 
Amtrak can be quite a bit cheaper," Marsh 
said. "But you have to have the time. If you 
are trying to get somewhere in a hurry, train 
travel is not something to consider." 

Marsh said traveling to Chicago from 
Kansas City, Mo., by train is $100 less than 
traveling by air. The disadvantages of travel- 
ing by train include frequent stops and late- 
ness. 

"If [travelers] just want air fare, they are 
going to have to be flexible," Marsh said. 

To purchase a ticket for holiday trav- 
el this late, at decent rates, potential fliers 
should look for seats available during off- 
hours - late at night or extremely early. Fli- 
ers also need to look at off-days to travel. 

American Airlines is promoting holiday 
travel packages as low as $49, one way. The 
fine print denotes the tickets must be pur- 



chased one week in advance and for specific 
days, like Dec. 19 and 20. 

Further reading of the fine print shows 
the ticket price does not include addition- 
al fees up to $150 depending on destination 
and pieces of luggage. During the holidays, 
meals, snacks and drinks have been exclud- 
ed in the ticket price as well. 

Roadrunner Shuttle Service offers an in- 
expensive way to get to Kansas City, Topeka, 
Lawrence and Junction City. 

"We are pretty much the cheapest trav- 
el west of Kansas City," said Tabitha Bohdan, 
phone operator at Roadrunner. 

For $68, the service will pick up custom- 
ers at a residence and take them to any one 
of the cities listed. For $53, a person can be 
picked up in Manhattan at the Clarion Ho- 
tel. Roadrunner has pick-ups at the Clarion 
every two hours beginning at 2:30 a.m. until 
10:30 a.m. and at noon, 3 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. 
Residential pickups begin 30 minutes prior 
to pick-up at the hotel. 

Bohdan said travelers should reserve a 
spot on the shuttle 72 hours in advance dur- 
ing the holidays and should be at the hotel 
15 minutes in advance so as to not miss the 
ride. 

The service permits two bags plus one 
carry-on. Extra baggage costs extra based on 
size and weight. 

Traveling to cities other than those cov- 
ered by Roadrunner by bus might be slight- 
ly more adventurous, said Luvern Goodno, 
Greyhound Bus Lines agent and owner of 
the Junction City terminal. 

"The thing about Greyhound, they're 
not a 'reservation scheduling,'" Goodno said. 
"They are 'space available scheduling.' No 



matter if you buy a ticket, the bus may come 
in full and you can't get on. We will try to get 
you on the next available schedule, but there 
is no such thing as a reserve seat." 

Goodno said the problem lies with the 
fact that Greyhound bus lines do not have 
an integrated networking system like the air- 
lines. 

"One station may have 10 people sched- 
uled to go, and Greyhound won't know 
about it until those people physically get on 
the bus and the bus gets to an agency where 
the driver calls in his seat count," Good- 
no said. "Be patient if you are going on 
Greyhound." 

Whether vacationers are planning to 
reach destinations by automobile, bus, 
plane or train, the key to safe and happy 
traveling is patience and flexibility. 




Army R0TC expands to record size as cadets receive honors

K-State's Army Reserve Officers' Train- 
ing Corps program has always been strong. 
But in the past few years, both recruiting and 
retention rates have improved. 

"We have grown quite a bit, and our 
numbers are up," said Lt. Col. George Be- 
lin, professor of military science. "It's been a 
good time for us." 

This fall, 155 cadets enrolled in the pro- 
gram, a record for K-State's Army ROTC. In 
two years, the freshman class has more than 
doubled from 31 to 64 cadets. There was also 
an increase in offered four-year scholarships, 



which will continue to help retention rates, 
Belin said. 

Though no drastic changes have been 
made to the recruiting practices, more focus 
has been placed on retaining cadets, he said. 

"We give them the personalized support 
that they need," Belin said. "We go the extra 
mile that other programs don't, giving pros- 
pects that personal experience when they 
come to visit and showing that not only is 
Kansas State University a different universi- 
ty, but so is our program." 

The program offers not only financial 
support for students, but also teaches lead- 
ership skills that are useful outside of school, 
Belin said. 



"It has definitely made me a much stron- 
ger person," said David Zeller, junior in his- 
tory and ROTC cadet. "I think it's made me 
more confident because in the past, before 
joining the program, I was a lot more quiet 
and shy and kept to myself." 

Through field training, physical training 
and other available programs, ROTC teaches 
cadets how to work together in groups, take 
charge and follow orders, Zeller said. 

"You learn more about yourself and be- 
come a better leader," Belin said. "You also 
have the opportunity to see the world with 
the Army." 

According to K-State's Army ROTC 
Web site, in the 2007-08 school year, K-State 



had the No. 7 cadet in the nation; four In- 
state cadets were ranked in the top 100 in 
the country out of more than 2,700; and eight 
of 23 cadets were designated Distinguished 
Military Graduates - or top 20 percent na- 
tionally. 

With more scholarships available and 
more emphasis on retention, the program's 
numbers are growing and the program as a 
whole is improving. 

"I've noticed that as years are going by, 
the classes in ROTC are getting a lot larg- 
er," Zeller said. "I think the freshman class is 
probably about the size that [people are] go- 
ing to be seeing for a while, with a lot more 
people than in the past."

When Archer decided to compete, one 
of the biggest concerns for her and her 
mom, Mary Powell, was not walking in 
front of hundreds of people in a swimsuit. 
Instead, it was the huge financial burden 
of competing in a pageant. 

"The first step for me was actually 
getting sponsorship money," Archer said. 
"All pageants are expensive and this one 
is probably one of the most expensive." 

Archer said she thinks the cost could 
be high because the pageant is associated 
with Donald Trump.

Despite the current economic 
situation, the cost of competing in 
beauty pageants has not decreased.

Arguments against legalizing 
prostitution fail when examined

The arguments against the 
federal legalization of prostitu- 
tion can be generalized into two 
distinct - but complementary 
- classes: those that seek to es- 
tablish a causal connection be- 
tween it and some undesir- 
able consequence or another, 
and those that contend in vari- 
ous ways that ethical objections 
to it are sufficient for prohibi- 
tion. As intuitive as they might ini- 
tially appear, however, neither type 
should be convincing to anyone 
with more than a passing interest in 
sensible democracy. 

Every argument from the first 
class is ultimately irrelevant, re- 
gardless of the truth of its specific 
content. Some argue that prostitu- 
tion serves as an impetus to slavery, 
some argue that it promotes crimi- 
nal behavior and some argue that it 
leads to a greater incidence of sexu- 
ally transmitted diseases. 

Even if these are true, not only has 
prohibition not effectively solved 
the problems, in removing prostitu- 
tion from under the aegis of regu- 
lation, it might have actually ex- 
acerbated them. More sophis- 
ticated opponents respond by 
smuggling into the argument 
even subtler concepts like 



wage slavery and familial dysfunction, 
but the moves in this class just contin- 
ue to get progressively more slippery. 

The arguments of the second class 
are more dangerous in any case, be- 
cause rather than present neat, falsifi- 
able claims about consequences, they 
instead rely on cherry-picked abstrac- 
tions and loaded emotional appeals. 

Our natural - and probably cor- 
rect - intuition that prostitution is de- 
meaning to women or that it is guilty 
of degenerating sexual culture can lead 
us to favor prohibitions of a categori- 
cal sort, even when such action is self- 
defeating. We find ourselves in the 
same kind of conundrum when justify- 
ing silencing obnoxious groups like the 
Ku Klux Klan and the Westboro Bap- 
tist Church, and the answer remains 
the same. 

Some of the pragmatic arguments, 
however, can be superficially compel- 
ling. For instance, it does seem plausi- 
ble that even if the practice of prostitu- 
tion itself is not immediately assumed 
to be immoral in some objective sense, 
its attraction is due primarily to its ta- 
boo, and it thus can be taken as a kind 
of antisocial deviance. This is not suf- 
ficient cause for prohibition, but it's 
certainly suggestive of it. It frames the 
grounds on which the opponents are 
in turn forced to frame the issue. 

The argument against legalization 
fails even on pragmatic grounds, be- 
cause it suffers an inconvenient coun- 
terexample: All the relevant prob- 
lems with regulated prostitution occur 
in identical form during the creation 
of pornography, which similarly corn- 
modifies sex and raises similar regula- 
tory concerns but is able to take sanc- 
tuary in the First Amendment. 

Outside of this consideration (and 
apparently, according to California v. 



Freeman, the arcana of the payment 
scheme), there is no legitimate distinc- 
tion between them, and thus, an oppo- 
nent of prostitution is left in the awk- 
ward position of having to explain 
why commodified sex prearranged 
for broadcast should somehow be en- 
dowed with a legal permissibility de- 
nied to ordinary prostitution. Legal 
pornography more than just necessi- 
tates legal prostitution - it entails it by 
definition. The opponents of legalized 
prostitution got this right, and have 
from the beginning, but unfortunate- 
ly for them, we can't sensibly ban por- 
nography. As it stands, the system is al- 
ready functionally permissible: A re- 
sourceful pornographer could simply 
duplicate the conditions of a regulat- 
ed brothel, assure its clients their ano- 
nymity, and allow the relevant activi- 
ty to commence, capturing exclusively 
for itself a substantial market. It seems 
unlikely this is the first exposition of 
such an idea. 

You might have noticed I omit- 
ted an old standard; perhaps it's mere- 
ly a matter of semantic squeamishness, 
but it seems crass to label a crime "vic- 
timless" when at every commission, 
there are at least two victims. Does 
this change our intuition about the 
subject? It shouldn't. Rather, it ought 
to prompt us to realize that as usual, 
we've stressed the trivial and left the 
profound unanswered. Rather than ask 
"How do we fight prostitution?" we 
ought to have been asking, "Why has 
there emerged a market for victims in 
the first place?"

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Podcasts, a form of transmitting audio files on the Internet, can be streamed onto a personal media player and listened to anytime. 

Online broadcasts offer opportunities for faculty to enhance learning; 
students can review class lectures, catch up on favorite talk shows

Tyler York, senior in horticulture, 
enjoyed listening to conservative talk 
radio while working at home in Ashland, 
Kan., during the summer. When he 
returned to Manhattan, however, he said 
he was unable to pick up the signal to 
listen to his favorite shows. Looking to 
get his fix of talk radio, York turned to a 
new form of listening: podcasting. 

Podcasting, the broadcasting of 
programs online, first appeared in 2004, 
according to zaiseGEEK.com. It was 
invented by Adam Curry, former MTV 
VJ, and even today his podcast, "The 
Daily Source Code," is among the top- 
five most popular podcasts, according to 
podcastdirectory. com . 

Though the term "podcasting" 
marries the word "broadcasting" with 
Apple's iPod, according to wiseGEEK, 
podcasts can be used on any system that 
plays MP3 files, including music players, 
cell phones and computers. 

York said he started subscribing to 
podcasts hosted by Rush Limbaugh and 
Glen Beck about two years ago. For $5 
a month, he can download and listen 
to almost three hours of audio every 
weekday. 

By listening to his podcasts on his 
iPod while walking to class, York said 
he can get caught up on the news, even 



from previous days. He also said he likes 
to turn the podcasts on as "filler" while 
doing his homework. 

Though York said it is a disadvantage 
that he has to pay for his favorite shows, 
there are definitely more positives than 
negatives. 

"It's not like a live broadcast where 
it's just streaming audio at that moment. 
With podcasts you can download, 
rewind and listen to playback when it's 
most convenient to you," York said. 

The popularity of podcasting has 
soared since its conception in late 2004. 
According to a Feb. 9, 2005, article in 
USA Today, over 3,300 podcast programs 
were available in February 2005, only a 
few months after its invention. 

The most popular podcasts range 
from "South Park" videos, to news 
programs, to educational shows like 
"Effortless English," according to the 
Podcast Directory Web site. Even many 
professors and instructors at K-State 
have started posting their lectures as 
podcasts on K-State Online. 

Louise Benjamin, associate professor 
of journalism and mass communications, 
said she first implemented podcasting in 
her classes at the University of Georgia 
and now uses it at K-State. 

She said her students say they like 
the technology because they can listen 
to the podcasts to review or catch up if 
they were absent. 



"One student [at Georgia] told 
me he downloaded and listened to my 
podcasts on the way to his spring break 
destination, and I said, 'Yeah? Did you 
fall asleep?'" Benjamin said. 

Shayne Schuster, sophomore in 
information systems, said he started 
listening to podcasts when Benjamin 
first began posting them for her class, 
Mass Communications in Society. Now 
Schuster says they are so convenient, he 
watches the podcast lectures instead of 
attending class. 

Like York, Schuster said the biggest 
advantage is the ability to pause, rewind 
and fast-forward podcasts. Schuster said 
he likes the podcasts because he can not 
only stop to jot down important notes, 
but also skip over the "dead spots," 
shortening a class that typically runs an 
hour and 15 minutes. 

Benjamin said podcasting is growing 
because it is useful for presenting not 
only lectures, but also news, information 
and entertainment - a wide variety of 
information genres. 

Others, like York, use it to catch 
up on their favorite radio programs 
even when they cannot tune in live and 
some, like Schuster, use podcasting as a 
convenient study tool. 

"People are too lazy to go to class," 
Schuster said. "[Podcasting] works a lot 
better into their schedule; they can listen 
to it whenever they want."

The Beatles said, "All you 
need is love."

Most of these are pretty self- 
explanatory. 

Words of affirmation 
are simple expressions of 
gratitude like, "I'm grateful 
to have you because ..." or 
"Thank you for ... " 

Quality time is what it 
sounds like: spending time 
one-on-one with another 
person and listening to what 
they are saying. Gift giving 
involves giving presents or 
other tangible expressions of 
love. Acts of service involve 
helping another person with 
tasks like running errands, 
doing dishes or raking the 
yard. 

Some people might 
communicate differently 
through these languages. 

While these "languages" 
are usually associated with 
dating, engaged or married 
couples, applying these 
to other relationships like 
family members and friends 
also yields interesting results. 

A provocative question I 
suggested a good friend ask 
his fiancee was, "What have 
I done that made you feel 
the most love?" I suggest 
the same to you. I do not 
guarantee an engagement, 
but you just might be 
surprised by the answer.

The Wildcats (7-0) defeated 
the Arkansas Razorbacks 65- 
56 in the championship game 
of the Wildcat Classic, follow- 
ing a dominating 80-22 win 
over Alcorn State in the open- 
ing round. 

The lopsided victory pro- 
vided valuable playing experi- 
ence for the Wildcats' bench 
players. 

"I am happy to see that 
everyone got to play tonight," 
senior guard Shalee Lehning 



said. "People got good minutes 
and these are the type of games 
that give people experience 
and that is something that will 
benefit us in the future." 

Arkansas proved to be stiff 
competition as the team con- 
tinued to pressure the Wildcats 
by cutting early K-State leads. 

Head coach Deb Patterson 
was pleased with her team's 
performance, particularly with 
the offense. 

"I think we beat a great bas- 
ketball team tonight and I was 
extremely pleased with the play 
of our post game," Patterson 
said. "I thought we stepped up 
and played extremely well in 
the paint but, all in all, I think 
it was a game where our play- 
ers really connected well on 
the offensive end of the floor." 

The Creighton Blue jays of 
the Missouri Valley Confer- 



ence now come to Manhattan 
to finish a two-game road trip 
after falling to No. 6-ranked 
Oklahoma 69-49 in Norman. 

Following the impressive 
performance in the Wildcat 
Classic, K-State entered the 
AP poll this week for the first 
time this season at the 23rd 
slot. 

The Wildcats were previ- 
ously represented in the USA 
Today/ESPN Coaches poll at 
the 23rd spot and remain there 
in the current poll. 

The homestand will con- 
clude following tonight's game 
against Creighton when the 
Wildcats face the University 
of Texas at Arlington Sunday 
with tip-off set for 1 p.m. 

The Wildcats will then take 
their final non-conference 
road trip, which includes three 
games in late December.

Snyder continues assembling football assistant coaching staff 



KOENNING NAMED TO FOOTBALL STAFF 

One of the nation's top defensive coaches has 
joined the K-State football staff, as former Clem- 
son defensive coordinator and K-State captain 
Vic Koenning has been named the Wildcats' as- 
sistant head coach and co-defensive coordina- 
tor, head coach Bill Snyder has announced. 

A member of the Wildcats' 1982 squad that 
played in the school's first-ever bowl game, 
Koenning will also coach the Wildcat secondary 
in his new position. 

Koenning accomplished something no other 
Clemson defensive coordinator had done in Ti- 
ger football history during his four-year tenure. 
Each of his four defenses from 2005-2008 fin- 
ished in the top 25 in scoring, total and pass ef- 
ficiency defense each season. 

This past season, Clemson's defense led the 
ACC in scoring defense and ranked ninth in the 
nation by allowing just 16.6 points per game. The 
unit was also 12th in the nation in pass defense, 
1 1th in pass efficiency defense, tied for eighth in 
interceptions and was 16th in total defense. 

Koenning, a 1983 K-State graduate, had pro- 
ductive defenses at Clemson that took advantage 
of the talents of players from different positions. 
His first defense in 2005 featured first-round 
draft pick Tye Hill, now a cornerback with the 
St. Louis Rams, while his 2006 defense featured 



defensive end Gaines Adams, the No. 4 selection 
of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

COSH TO BE CO-DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 

Snyder has announced that Chris Cosh, who 
spent the last three seasons at Maryland leading 
the Terrapin defense, has been named assistant 
head coach and co-defensive coordinator for the 
Wildcats. 

Cosh, who will have now served as a defen- 
sive coordinator in four of the six BCS confer- 
ences, will also oversee the linebacker position 
at K-State, a position he held under Snyder in 
2004 and 2005. 

In 2007, Cosh's defense ended the year at No. 
24 nationally in scoring defense (21.5 points per 
game) and No. 33 in pass defense (210.69 yards 
per game). The group posted eight more sacks 
and five more interceptions than the previous 
year. 

In the five years prior to his first stop in Man- 
hattan, Cosh served under Lou Holtz as line- 
backers coach (1999-2002) and defensive coor- 
dinator (2003) at South Carolina. 

In his tenure at USC, he helped produce some 
of the Southeastern Conference's top lineback- 
ers, with Kalimba Edwards (two-time first team 
all-league, Butkus and Lombardi Awards finalist 
in 2001) among them. 



RODGERS RETAINED FROM PRINCE ERA 

After guiding the K-State special teams units 
to unprecedented heights in 2008, Jeff Rodgers 
will be retained as the program's special teams 
coordinator while also being tabbed as the 
school's recruiting coordinator, Snyder has an- 
nounced. 

This past season, K-State led the nation and 
set a school record with nine total blocked kicks, 
which included a school-record three field goal 
blocks from All-Big 12 performer Ian Campbell, 
and also topped the nation in kickoff coverage 
starting point (21.9) and ranked ninth nationally 
after yielding just 18.16 yards per kickoff return. 

K-State totaled six scores on special teams in 
2008, four of which came via blocked punts, as 
the Wildcats also led the nation in blocked punts 
(4) and punt return touchdowns (5). 

In the return game, Rodgers tutored Big 12 
Newcomer of the Year Brandon Banks, who gar- 
nered honorable mention All-Big 12 accolades 
as both a kick and punt returner. Banks collect- 
ed 498 yards on 18 kickoff returns and five punt 
returns for 58 yards this past season and boasted 
a 98-yard kickoff return for a touchdown against 
Nebraska, which tied for the fourth-longest in 
school history.

Selig's pessimism 
was parroted by Tim 
Finchem, PGA Tour 
commissioner, who told 
the news service that 
the PGA will "suffer" in 
2009. 

Loyalty to one's team 
is usually greater than 
loyalty to one's job. A 
real indicator of how 
bad the times are will be 
how fans change their 
sports habits and behav- 
ior, if at all. If fans de- 
cide an $80 jersey isn't 
as important as a week's 
worth of groceries, the 
leagues will join the 
banks and car compa- 
nies in the dark times. 

As a poor college 
student, the most lav- 
ish purchase I have ever 
made for my teams has 
been a T-shirt and a 
blanket of some kind. 
So my loyalty and my 
behavior towards my 
teams won't change very 
much, since I don't have 
the money to buy season 
tickets anyway. I encour- 
age all fans to continue 
their support, because 
the biggest concern for 
a sick economy is low 
confidence. 

I've followed K-State 
and the Kansas City 
Chiefs through tough 
times before and this 
economy is just another 
rough road to travel. 
Luckily, baseball season 
will be here in no time, 
and who can turn down 
a Royals' game for $10? 

Don't give up just yet, 
sports fans; the future 
will get better - eventu- 
ally. Go State.

Manhattan's June 11 tornado. 

"After we lost the building in June, all of 
our workers were relocated to other stores to 
stay on staff," Waters said. "Most went to the 
eastside location in Manhattan or Junction 
City, but they will be back at the Seth Child lo- 
cation." 

Waters Party & Wedding and JustAsk 
Rental escaped damage from the tornado. The 
stores continue to operate in the rental build- 
ing that was unaffected by the storm. This fa- 
cility will serve as a warehouse for the expand- 
ing inventory as the party and wedding rental 
section also will increase substantially. The in- 
ventory will help fill the new 8,000-square-foot 
Waters True Value building at the Seth Child 
location, which is slated to open in late January 
or mid-February. 

Waters True Value has stores in the Kan- 
sas towns of Junction City, Salina, Great Bend, 
Emporia and Dodge City. All the locations 
have a JustAsk rental department for customers 
to rent equipment. The family business, Waters 



Inc., owns and operates Earthcare retail nurs- 
eries in Salina, Emporia and Dodge City.
